The “ autobiography”’ occupies sixteen, 
of the forty-eight pages of which the pamphlet 
consists, and several of these are filled by an illus- 
tration. The first engraving, on page 5, we supposed 
to be a portrait of the founder of the house, but 
found on making a further examination that the 
illustrations had, throughout, no connection with 
the text, but had evidently been dropped in here 
and there by the printer, to serve as head and tail 
pieces, and fill up the blanks. The opening chap- 
ters of the “ Awful, Terrible, Medieval Romance” 
we read with great attention. They acted as a 
powerful mental stomachic, and created an appe- 
tite for the fun which was to follow, which became 
perfectly ravenous as we proceeded ; but on turning 
the page, we found, to our dismay, that we had 
reached the end. 

Tse April number of the “ Atlantic Monthly” 
will have a poem by Alice Cary—probably her 
latest composition, as it was sent to the editor from 
her sick-room. Mr. Fields’ “ Further Recollections 
of Hawthorne” will contain an account of the great 
commoner’s personal impressions of Abraham Lin- 
coln, whom he met in Washington. The death of 
Mrs. Hawthorne, the widow, formerly Miss Peabody, 
has occurred in London since our last publication. 


“ Harper’s WeEeKty’’ has republished a new 
poem by Robert Browning, entitled ‘Hervé Riel,” 
which is of moderate length (about one hundred 
and fifty lines), is irregular in its metre, and its 
hero is a sailor, who safely pilots the French fleet

deemed to be a libel, provided it did not exceed 
the limits of fair and candid criticism, by attack- | 
ing the writer’s character. Although the author 
might suffer loss from the criticism, the law did 
not consider him injured, but that it was a loss he 
ought to sustain, inasmuch as it was only a loss of 
time and profits to which he was not fairly enti- 
tled. Ifa man sitting in judgment, or rather ask- 
ing the public to sit in judgment, on any given 
work which the writer believed had a mischievous 
tendency, or if he believed it calculated to pervert 
or vitiate public taste, and to be injurious to the | 
literature of the country, it had been held by Lord | 
Ellenborough to be privileged. But when a critic, | 
from a cruel and spiteful disposition, or from any | 
sinister and unworthy motives, took the opportu- | 
nity of criticizing a work in a malevolent or malig- | 
nant manner, in order to pull a man down from the | 
pedestal upon which his public reputation and | 
fame had placed him, it was not privileged, and | 
such a writer was liable to an action for libel.

HISTORY. 


The History of Greece. By Professor Dr. Ernst | 
Curtius. Translated by Adolphus William 
Ward. Vol. I. pp. 509. New York: Charles 
Scribner & Co. 

This history of Greece is a companion work to 
Mommsen’s Rome. The two works were, we be- 
lieve, intended by their authors, and by the Ger- 
man publishers, to form portions of the same series 
of publications. Their purpose was to exhibit, in 
a popular form, and for the benefit of general read- 
ers, the latest results of modern Greek and Roman 
study. It has been found, however, that in Eng- 
land and America the volumes have been rather 
regarded as addressed to scholars, and hence cer- 
tain criticisms have been made on Mommsen’s 
Rome, which are wholly inapplicable when its ori- 
ginal purpose is considered. It is said, for instance, 
that the author does not refer the reader to his 
authorities, or to the sources of his statements. 
This is not a fault to which German writers are 
_ usually addicted, but it is quite evident that such 
references would be out of place in a book intended 
to be of a popular sort, as was the case with 
this history. Prof. Curtius, in his history of 
Greece, follows the same general plan as Mommsen.

aim is to furnish us with the kernel rather than 
the husk of events; to trace them to their real 
origin, analyze the significance of the appearances 
which they present, and show how they have 
moulded the development, not only of the Hellenes 
themselves, but of subsequent generations. The 
present volume contains two books, the first of 
which treats of the Greeks before the Dorian Mi- 
gration, subdivided into four chapters relating to 
the Land and People, the Pre-historic Ages of the 
Hellenes, the Earliest States, and the Migrations 
and Changes among the Greek Tribes. The second 
book continues the narrative from the Dorian Mi- 
gration to the Persian Wars, and consists of three 
chapters, which treat respectively of the History 
of Peloponnesus, History of Attica, and the Hel- 
lenes beyond the Archipelago.

Reports of Cases Argued and Determined in the Court 
of Appeals of Maryland. By J. Shaaff Stockett, 
State Reporter.

This is a compact and convenient handbook of 
reference for the use especially of travellers in 
inspecting the art-galleries of Europe, and as such 
supplies a great desideratum, embracing as it does 
all subjects of a mythological or legendary cha- 
racter which are illustrated in painting or sculp- 
ture in the galleries of Rome, Fiorence, the Louvre, 
Munich, Venice, Dresden, and Berlin. The book 
is evidently the product of considerable study and 
research. The arrangement being alphabetical, 
facilitates reference, while copious illustrations 
throughout the book afford a good key or guide in 
the consideration of the topics treated. For the 
general reader, as well as for the tourist, the book 
Will be found very acceptable, as it contains a 
large fand of information upon art matters. The 
subjects embraced are: Symbolism in Art; Le- 
gends and Stories which have been illustrated in 
Art; Legends of Place; Ancient Myths illustrated 
in Art, The volume is gotten up in elegant style, 
being printed on superfine tinted paper, while the 
typography and general mechanical execution are 
of the best description.

Wonderful Escapes. Revised from the French of

The general character of Scribner’s “ Illustrated 
Library of Wonders” has, by this time, become 
pretty generally known to the trade and to readers. 
The present is an additional volume, in which we 
have a collection of nearly fifty narratives of won- 
derful escapes, beginning with that of Aristomenes 
the Messenian, about 684 B.C., as told by Pausa- 
nias, and winding up with that of the Fenian Head- 
Centre, James Stephens, in 1865. 


Chips from tu German Workshop. By F. Max Mil- 
ler, M.A. Vol. III. Essays on Literature, Bio- 
graphy, and Antiquities. pp. 492. New York: 
Charles Scribner & Co. 

The first and second volumes of this series ap- 
peared in 1869, and though they bear a very 
modest title, they abound in erudition and in wise 
reflections, and are indeed among the most inte- 
resting of recent contributions to the department of 
literature to which they belong. Miller, though 
born and educated in Germany, has written most 
of his works in English, and for twenty years has 
held a professorship in the University of Oxford 
His life has been devoted to oriental studies, a 
chiefly to Sanscrit, which he began under Professor 
Brockhaus, at Leipzig, nearly thirty years ago. As 
a general comparative philologist, he is unques- 
tionably one of the most eminent of living autho- 
rities. These volumes of “ Chips’’ are quite intelli- 
gible to the general reader, and they will be found 
to teem with novelty and curious observations, 
The articles are diversified in their nature. The 
closing one is devoted to the author’s friend Baron 
Bunsen, and it is supplemented by a large number 
of letters from the Baron to the author. The 
subjects of the remaining papers are as follows: 
German Literature, Old German Love Songs, Ye 
Schyppe of Fooles, Life of Schiller, Wilhelm Miller, 
On the Language and Poetry of Schleswig-Holstein, 
Joinville, The Journal des Savants and the Journal 
de Trévoux, Chasot, Shakspeare, Bacon in Ger- 
many, a German Traveller in England A. D. 1598, 
Cornish Antiquities, Are there Jews in Cornwall? 
The Insulation of St. Michael’s Mount. 


The Apple Culturist. A Complete Treatise for the 
Practical Pomologist, to Aid in Propagating the 
Apple, and Cultivating and Managing Orchards. 
By Sereno Edwards Todd. 12mo. pp. 334, 
New York: Harper & Brothers. 

This is a truly practical and highly useful book ; 
and on a subject which interests the dwellers in 
the country, among whose occupations it is to rear 
the tree, and care for the preservation of its fruit 
as a valuable part of the food of man. 

The language is concise and clear; free from 
technical terms, which are not always understood, 
and, therefore, apt to disgust uneducated readers 
in the agricultural class. The various processes, 
from the preparation of the ground set apart for 
an orchard, up to the precautions to be regarded 
in preparing the fruit for market, are all stated 
with the greatest precision and clearness, which 
leaves nothing in uncertainty or which can be 
misunderstood by any reader. On the various 
subjects of grafting, budding, pruning, insect de- 
predators and remedies against them, the work is 
quite full, and embraces many new processes in 
the course of their discussion. 

The lessons intended to be taught in this book, 
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it must be borne in mind, are those of experience. 

The author has witnessed and aided in the opera- 

tions which he recommends and describes so 

plainly ; and we regard‘ his treatise as a manual, 
eminently deserving a place on the book-shelf of 
every farm-house in the land. 

The Descent of Man, and Selection in Relation to Sex. 
By Charles Darwin, M.A., F.R.S. With Illus- 
trations. In 2 vols. Vol. I. Crown 8vo. pp. 
vi., 409. New York: D. Appleton & Co. 

The appearance of a new work by the author of 
the “ Origin of Species” may be considered a lite- 
rary sensation of sufficient importance to warrant a 
more extended notice than our space will usually 
allow. The publication of his former work fur- 
nishes, perhaps, the most remarkable example on 
record ofa system of doctrines, at first regarded 
with distrust and prejudice, coming into general 
acceptance among scientific men within the period 
of a few years. Since it was published, the views 
of some of the foremost scientific men of the age 
have undergone a great modification, and the views 
therein advanced have become a starting-point in 
scientific investigation. In Germany, especially, 
the name of Mr. Darwin has become a household 
word, and his views cordially and unqualifiedly 
accepted. 

In the present work the doctrine is advanced 
that man is the co-descendant, with other species, 
of some ancient, lower, and extinct form, and in 
support of this theory it is urged, with great 
tenacity, that in every visible character man differs 
less from the higher apes than these do from lower 
members of the same order of primates. The 
differences between the several races of men, as in 
color, hairiness, form of features, etc., are accounted 
for on the principle of sexual selection, which 
appears to have acted powerfully upon innumerable 
animals, both high and low in the scale; and in 
treating upon this part of the subject, the author 
has passed the whole animal kingdom in review, 
devoting to it the second and greater portion of the 
work. 

He takes for granted the high antiquity of man, 
and, taking this as a basis for the inquiry into his 
origin, it is argued that man, like the lower animals, 
increases at so rapid a rate as to lead to occasional 
struggles for existence, and, consequently, to bene- 
ficial variations in body and mind being preserved, 
and injurious ones eliminated; that the races or 
species of men encroach on and replace each other, 
so that some finally become extinct; and that the 
bodily structure of man shows traces, more or less 
plain, of his descent from some lower form. 

It is likewise urged that there is no fundamental 
difference between man and the higher mammals in 
their mental faculties. As man possesses the same 
senses with the lower animals, his fundamental in- 
tuitions must be the same. The lower animals, 
like man, manifestly feel pleasure and pain, happi- 
ness and misery, and are excited by the same emo- 
tions,and in asimilarmanner. Coming to the higher 
mental powers, hardly any faculty is more important 
for the intellectual progress of man than the power 
of Attention. Animals clearly manifest this power, 
as when a cat watches by a hole and prepares to 
spring upon its prey. Nor need it be stated that 
animals have excellent Memories for persons and 
places, as every one’s observatior will bear witness 
of many extraordinary instances. The Jmagination 
is one of the highest prerogatives of man. As 
dogs, cats, and probably all the higher animals, 
have vivid dreams, as shown by their movements 
and voice in sleep, it must be admitted that they 
possess some power of imagination. Of all the 
faculties of the human mind, Reason stands at the 
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summit; and few persons any longer dispute that 

animals possess some power of reasoning, for t¢ 

may constantly be seen to pause, deliberate, and 
resolve. 

Such is a brief outline of the course of argument, 
which must be admitted to be at least ingenious, 
and it is supported by a variety of interesti 
illustrative facts, from which it is concluded th 
man has reached his present condition through 4 
course of gradual development, which may be 
traced back through a line of progenitors of prodi- 
gious length, though not, it may be said, of noble 
quality. 

We dissent most heartily from some of Mr, 
Darwin’s positions, and can hardly accept him as 
a very safe guide in philosophy, yet it cannot be 
denied that he is a bold, original, and independent 
thinker; as a writer he is perspicuous in style and 
felicitous in expression ; and the book is one that 
should be read by every one who would keep up 
with the progress of scientific investigation—by 
those who differ with the author as well as by 
those who are prepared to accept his views. 

PHILOLOGY. 

A ffixes, in their Origin and Application ; exhibiting 
the Etymologie Structure of English Words. By 
S. S. Haldeman. Revised edition. pp. 292, 
Philadelphia: E. H. Butler. 

Mr. Haldeman’s work appeared originally in 
1865. It was generally regarded as forming a 
valuable contribution to this department of study, 
although dissent has been expressed from some of 
his details. He has certainly, however, sifted the 
whole subject with laborious thoroughness, and 
we are not aware of any other work in the lan- 
guage which has accomplished so much, and done 
it so systematically and practically. 

The importance of such an investigation as is 
here made may be inferred from the author’s state- 
ment that the number of English monosyllables 
is about 3200; and as many of these are not primi- 
tives, but have a prefix, a suffix, or both, it is evi- 
dent that the affixes must be concerned in the for- 
mation of the greatest part of the vast vocabulary 
of English words, and that an accurate knowledge 
of these is to be acquired through a distinct appre- 
ciation of the modes used to vary them, in form 
and meaning, according to the exigencies of thought 
and speech. We have no hesitation in commend- 
ing the work to every one who, as a writer or 
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speaker, would use words according to their accu tion. It

POLITICAL ECONOMY. 

On Representative Government and Personal Repre- 
sentation; based in part upon Thomas Hare’s 
treatise entitled “The Election of Representa- 
tives, Parliamentary and Municipal.” By Simon 
Sterne. pp. 237. Philadelphia: J. B. Lippin- 
cott & Co. 

The present work originated in a suggestion made 
a few years since by Mr. Hare to the author, that 
the latter should edit, in this country, the work of 
the former, referred to on the title-page. Mr. 
Sterne was, however, of opinion that Mr. Hare’s 
treatise required modification to adapt it to Ame- 
rican readers and to American systems, and he 
consequently applied to and received from that 
gentleman written permission to use his work in 
the way he has nowdone. The subject of propor- 
tional representation is one of extreme practical 
importance. Although it is Mr. Hare who has been 
mainly instrumental in giving prominence to it, Mr. 
Sterne says, in his introduction, it would be unjust 
toan American gentleman, Mr. J. Francis Fisher, of 
Philadelphia, not to admit that even before the first 
publication by Mr. Hare in 1857, he had projected, 
and in a pamphlet, principally designed for private 
circulation, published a plan which was intended 
to secure a full representation of the whole people. 
Many statesmen, publicists, and thinkers have 
come to the conclusion that there are practical 
evils incident to our present systems of suffrage ; 
and Mr. Sterne’s volume will not be overlooked by 
those who are reflecting upon the possible modes 
of extrication from these evils. 

The Study of Government. By George H. Yeaman. 
pp. xv., 713. Boston: Little, Brown & Co. 

It is not within the scope of the PusiisHzrs’ 
CircuLaR to review books at length or criticize 
their doctrines. All that we can do is to inform 
the public and the trade of their appearance, and 
to indicate the general character of their contents, 
soas to bring them to the notice of readers and 
students. Mr. Yeaman’s work deserves full and 
thorough examination. It has been a reproach to 
usin this country, that although popular institu- 
tions exist here, and we are almost wholly untram- 
nelled by historic or traditional dogmas, there has 
nevertheless not been developed amongst us any 
tendency to study the general subject of govern- 
ment in the light of original or philosophical prin- 
ciples. We have no literature on that subject. 
Mr. Yeaman’s treatise is a step in the right direc- 
tion. It deserves to be widely read, for it will 
have the effect of turning the minds of thinkers 
towards the required direction, and begetting an 
interest in this important study. He writes with 
vigor and clearness. Sometimes we miss that re- 
fnement of expression which characterizes the 
scholar rather than the business lawyer or active 
publicist—as, for instance, when on page thirty-one 
he makes use of the word “ resurrects”—but his 





views are clearly conceived and forcibly stated. 
The great merit of the volume is that it not only 
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embodies thought, but stimulates thought in the 

mind of the reader, and this is really what the 

author seems mainly to have desired. Mr. Yea- 
man must be well aware that as respects the origin, 
nature, and functions of our Federal Government, 

a large body of his readers will dissent from his 

reasonings; but even the dissentients will bear 

testimony that what is here stated seems to be the 
result of an intellectual conviction, and to be ex- 
pressed in a manner at which no offence can be 
taken. In like manner, although the tendency of 
our literal constitutionalism may be such as Mr. 
Yeaman states, yet there are many who will more 
gladly accept the results than abandon the consti- 
tutionalism. It cannot, indeed, be expected that 
there should exist an entire agreement upon such 
subjects as are discussed here, but the author has 
succeeded in*carrying the discussion back to its 
primary principles; and we trust that hereafter 
the plane of controversy may thereby be elevated. 

The principal topics of the chapters are the defini- 

tions of Government and Laws, the necessity of 

Government, its object, province, origin, forms, de- 

partments, and stability. Space is also devoted to 

the consideration of Revolutions, Political Parties, 

Legislation, the Administration of Justice, Property, 

Freedom of Opinion, Sovereignty, Expatriation, &c. 

These are all themes of the utmost importance, and 

the fresh and vigorous discussion of them by Mr. 

Yeaman, in the light of recent events, cannot fail 

to be suggestive to the lawyer and statesman no 

less than to the student of social science.

Westward by Rail ; the New Route to the East. By 
W. F. Rae. Cr. 8vo. pp. xiv., 391. New York:

The completion of the Union Pacific Railroad 


| has given birth to a number of books, of more or 


less merit, descriptive of the region traversed, and 
of the people and social features of the Pacific 
slope. The work before us is of special interest, as 
containing the impressions of a foreigner regarding 
those physical features and social aspects peculiarly 
distinctive of Western America. The chapters were 
originally written as contributions to the “ London 
Daily News,” but, in being collected into book 
form, have been revised by the author, and con- 
siderable additions made to them. That portion of 
the book relating to the Pacific Railway supplies 
much information that is new, and from which the 
reader can gain an accurate notion of the vicissi- 
tudes as well as the pleasures of a journey by rail 
from New York to San Francisco. The author’s 
account of the Mormons differs materially from that 
of many other preceding visitors to the valley of 
the Great Salt Lake, and contains particulars alike 
curious and novel, relating to the aspect of Mor- 
monism since the Pacific Railway has afforded easy 
communication with the City of Saints. On the 
whole, the book is an entertaining one, and will, 
doubtless, be welcomed by a large circle of readers.
